DETAILED ACTION 



1. Applicant's amendment, filed 5/13/03 (Paper No. 29), has been entered. 
Claims 1, 46-47, 54-58 and 71 have been canceled. 
Claims 2-45, 48-53 and 59-68 have been canceled previously. 

Claims 69, 70 and 72 are pending. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Upon reconsideration of applicant's canceled, filed 5/13/03 (Paper No. 29), the previous rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first and second paragraphs, have been withdrawn. The terminal disclaimer filed 
on 5/13/03 (Paper No. 30), disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent granted on this application which 
would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent No. 5,858,358 has been reviewed and is accepted. 
The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. As indicated previously, the claimed methods appear free of 
the prior art. Accordingly, the pending claims are deemed allowable.
